The next Pennayivania legislature 
isto elect Mr. Camercn’s successor, and as 
Senator Quay will be for Wanamaker, his 
chances are considered good.

A Republican Caucua Decides as to His 
Duties. 

WASHINGTON, Marcel {4.—The time spent by 
the republican senators in caucus today was 
occupied almost entirely in discussing the 
status of the president pro tempore. For a 
number of years the presidents pro tempore 
have been actuaily presidents of the senate 
continuously during the sessions for which 
they were elected, but the precedents estab- 
lished during the times when elected vice- 
presidents were in ollice were to elect a presi- 
dent protempore for the occasion only and not 
for regular service during the session when- 
ever the vice-president might be absent. 
The argument in favor of following the prece- 
dents was based upon the contention that the 
constitution requires an election of president 
pro tempore whenever the necessity occurs. 

Those who took this yiew ureed it wae 
plainly the intent of une iramers 0 the con- 
stitution that the vice-president should be 
present, ready to discharge his duty the same 
as any other officer of the government; that 
he was given an important function in @ cer- 
tain contingency—casling a vote in case of a 
tie on the iloor—and that it was not. the pur- 
pose to put a premium on hisabsence. To this 
end it was made the dutyof thesenate to pro- 
ceed toa formal election every time the vice- 
president was absent from the chamber. On 
the other hand, it was made an argument of 
convenience and might; that it was a useless 
waste of time and not required by the consti- 
tion to ballot for a president pro tempore for a 
day at atime, When the same purpose could 
be served by one election at the beginning of 
congress, 

The diversity of opinion was wide and the 
arguinent spirited, apa it is reported that it 
was the opinion of the majority that the latter 
arguinent had more weight. 

The declaration that the senate has the 
power to elect a president pro tempore for the 
entire Session was, adopted, and 
Mr. Ingalis will continue to act as president 

ro ternpore in the absence of Vice President 
Morton, without further formality, during the 
Hist congress.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The senate today 
eon fimed the nomin Mr. Clarkson to 
be first assistant postmaster-general. 

While the senate was sitting with closed 
Mr. Gibson’s resolution was taken up 
for the appointment of aseicct committee of 
seven senators on the relations of the United 
States with Mexico and Central America, and 
Mr. Gibson spoke in support of it. The reso- 
Jutiou Was o prpose d by Messrs. Morril ; Piatt 
and Iioear,and favered by Messrs. Reagan and 
Call. The latter aivocated, indirectly, 
his own revolution, proposing a like select 
conimittee for Cuba and the West India 
islands. The quesiion of annexation or acqui- 
sition of the Cuba was, he said, 
present to the minds of a large portion of the 
people of the United States. Iie had recentiy 
had various letiers on that subject, showing 
that public atteution was being directed to it. 
Ji it was important to ascertain the coim- 
mcic al re ations, prose nt or prospective, 
between Canada and the United States, it cer- 
tainly was equally importent to ascertain them 
in regard to Cuba and Mexico.

SCHEMING FOR TROUBLE. 
The Alabama Republicans Raising the Cry 
of Persecution. 

Monraomeny, Ala., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
The republican politicians are making a des- 
perate elfort tostirup trouble in the Fourth 
congressional district of Alabama. At the 
last election Lewis Turpin, democrat, was 
elected to the Sist congress, the democrats 
claiming the district by at least eighteen hun- 
dred majority. J. V. MeDuttie, of Lowndes 
county, Who ran as the republican Candidate, 
gave notice immediately after the election 
that he would contest the election of Turpin, 
and for several weeks past Turpin and Mc- 
Duftiie have been at work in the counties com- 
prising the district, taking testimonv as to the 
vote polled by each party, McDuftie seeking 
to strengthen his contest, and Turpin clinch. 
ing his election. Last week MeDutiie went to 
Cainden, the county site of Wilcox county, for 
the purpose of taking testimony. 
Jeti Camden the next day and said that he had 
been ordered out of the county by a committee 
of three democrats. It is claimed by Mce- 
fbutte’s friends that the committee of three 
democrats, known to be desperate and hot- 
headed men, claiming to represent the demo- 
cratic executive committee, warned him to 
leaxe these cece beget en. pe ehh nD Bet Ber ye 
rather. than take his chances against such des- 
perate odds, he obeyed orders and left. Re- 
publican politicians and leaders say that the

A special dispatch from 
Camden tothe Advertiser tonight, signed by 
anumber of prominent citizens and demo- 
crats, states that when McDuttie reported 
thathe had been warned to leave the county, 
they assured him that he would not be 
molested, and that the men who had made the 
threat cid not represent any considerable num- 
ber of the citizens, They say that Mclvuiie 
left the county with good cause, because he 
knew it would give him political strength, and 
not for fear of bodily harm, as the probate 
jugde and sheriff had agreed to protect him. 
McDuttie is now at work in Hall county, and 
Turpin is confirming his election in Dallas 
county.

INVESTIGATION INTO THE KiLLING 
OF CAPTAIN DAWSON, 


| THE CORONER'S INQUEST YESTERDAY 


A Verdict Against McDow—A Peannt Vender 
Witnessed the Murder, But is Missing 
Di: @iarging the French Maid.

CHarrirston, §. C., March 14 —[Special.]— 
The inquest on the body of Captam Dawson 
was held today. A drenching rain and wind- 
storm, which has prevailed since tha night of 
the murder, prevented the gatheriug of a 
crowd aud probably saved the murderér from 
lynching. Hle was brought eut of the jail 
about ll a.m. and placed in a police patrol 
wagon. A guard of four policemen and three 
special deputy sheriffs accompanied him. <At 
his request he was iirst driven to the office of 
his counsel, Governor A. G. Maygravh. “His 
counsel, however, did not accompany him to 


| the inquest. 


The inquest did not develop anything start- 
ling. 

ONLY THREE WITNESSES WERE EXAMIYVED. 

The first was Policeman Gordon, white tes- 
timony was substantiaily as follows: * He had 
been detailed to watch foranegro who has 
been for nearly a month walking about the 
western section of the city insulting ladies and 
gris by an exposure of his person. On the 
afternoon of tle murder he was in the vicinity 
ofthe scene of the murder. A negro hack 
driver told him that he had heard a pistc! shot 
in McDow’s oftice. He went there,and saw Mrs. 
MeDow leaving ber house with hef child. 
Then he rang the office bell, and McDow 
opened the door only far enough to enable him 
to see who was at the bell. He asked MeDow 
if anything was the matter and was answered 
in the negative. McDow shutand locked the 
door, and the witness heard him 

MOVING SOMETHING INSIDE THE OFFICE. 

This was about 4 o’clock and‘a little before 
seven, McDow came out in his buggy and 
surrendered himself. 

During the time when McDow come out, a 
white woman approached the buggy and spoke 
with him for a minute or two, This person, it 
is thought, is the woman who had been I:ving 
in McDow’s honse, and was his paramour. 
Her presence in the house is supposed to have 
been the cause of Mrs. McDow leaving the 
house. 

Moses Harper, the hack driver, who told 
Gordon about the pistol shot corroborated the 
statement of the previous witness. Hé saw 
Dawson leave the street car and enter McDow’s 
ofiee at 3:50 p.m. In four or five minutes 
after he got in I heard the pistol fire, then I 
heard two grodns—struggling kind of groans. 
Then I heard a yvoiee: ‘You said you'd take 
ny life.”” He testified that a colored woman, 
a vender of peanuts, was peeping threugh the 
window and that McDow’s cook, Emma Dray- 
ton, came to the gate and ordered her away, 

Moses Johnson, MeDow’s driver, swore he 
knew nothing about the matter, as did also 
Kmma Drayton, McDow's cook, who, saceord- 
ing to the two witnesses, stood guard at the 
gate while McDow was trying to bury the 
body of his victim.

THE VERDICT. 

That the deceased came to his death from a gun 
shot wound inflicted by T. B. McDow, and that 
Meses Johnsto1, the negro coachman, was accessory 
before the fact. 

The prisoners were then remanded to jail. 
In explanation of the verdict, it is said that 
there is evidence, not yet published, which 
willshow that McDow used his coachman to 
carry notes to the numerous women with which 
he had been carrying on intrigues. 

It is now probable that the body of the mur- 
dered man will be exhumed for the purpose of 
holuing a post mortem examination, It is 
noted that the physician who examined the 
body did not inake a post mortem, but only 
probed for the ball, which he failed to find. 
In view of McDow’s statement that his victim 
lived for nearly three-quarters of an hour after 
he had shot him, and that he had spent that 
time trying toremove him, the theory is now 
advanced that the wound might not have been 
fatal, and that the murderer, in order to seai 
the lips of his victim, 

MIGHT HAVE ADMINISTERED MORPHINE, 

or some other deadly drug. All the circum- 
stances surrounding the case give color to this 
theory. McDow admits that his victim lived 
for over half an hour after he was shot and 
that ho remained with him with his victim's 
head in his lap until he died. While the mur- 
dered man’s wife and children were within the 
sound of his voice, it was not until he had 
failed in burying the body in his closet that he 
gave himself up. 

MecDow, in a statement to a reporterofa 
city paper, admits that his fondness for wo- 
“was his only sin. The French maid, 
who was the moving cause of the tragedy, 
is at Captain Dawson’s house. Her statement 
has not yet been given to the police or the 
nublic. She was brought out from Lausanne. 
Switzerland, by Mrs. Dawson several years 
avoand is said to be the daughter of Swiss 
parents and of irreproachable character. ghe 
story goes that McDow made her acquaintance 
and tried to pursuade her to elope with him, 
after he had obtained a divorce from his wife. 

Mr. ©. D. Ahrens, the father of Mrs. Mc- 
Dow, had lived with his daughter and her 
until last- Christmas, when he sud- 
denly left and went to a hotel, where he 
has since resided. Herefuses to speak about 
the inatter. t is rumored that the cause of 
his leaving wasthat he had been informed 
that his son-in law had intended todo away 
with him, so as to get possession of his estate, 
Mr. Ahrensisa rich merchant, and highly 
esteenied. Having made a fortune at the 
erocery business, he retired after his daughter’s 
marriage. It is said after leaving his 
daughter’s house he had changed his will, and 
had willed all his property to his daughter, 
revoking the provision which made MeDow

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STRETCHINGS YESTERDAY. 
A Negro Lynched in Virginia—Execcution of 
Virgie Jackson in Utica, N. ¥ 

TASLEY, Va., March 14.—The negro, 
Magruder Fletcher, who criminally assaulted 
Mrs. Obediah MacCready several days ago, 
was lynched about 3 o’clock today by a party 
of about seventy-five men. Jailer Samuel 
Metzon was aroused about 1 o’clock by a party 
of masked men, who demanded the keys of 
the jail. Metzon refused to give them up. 
He was told that if he did not, his house 
would be burned, but he stillrefused. Deputy 
Sheriff Benjamin L. Metzon, who had been 
awakened by the commotion, came to .the 
scene and to'd the jailer that he had better 
hand over the keys, which he did. The lynch- 
ers went to the cell cf Fletcher and told him 
he was wanted. He was at once released, 
and was carried out, lie made 
no demur whatever. The doors 
to jail were fastened by the lynchers and the 
keys turned over to the jailer. The negro was 
then hurried off and hung toa limb of a pine 
tree on the edge of the road, about one half 
mile from here. He was cut down at about 9 
o'clock by Magistrate Higgins, and a coroner’s 
Inquest was held. A verdict was rendered 
that Fletcher came to his deatli by being stran- 
gled and shot by persons unknown to the jury. 
Fletcher had four bullet holes in him. His 
neck was not broken. fie was also shock- 
ingly mutiiated. Itis supposed that this was 
done prior to the hanging. Fletcher was a 
Stout man of about twenty-five years of age 
and was very black. The public approves of 
the lyneling. 

Mrs. MacUready’s husband came home yes- 
terday. He is ina very precarious condition 
and is almost crazed. 

It is reported here that great indignation is 
felt against G. Jeff Adair, who shot P. B. 
Smith im Northampton county, and 
lynching is feared. Adair refuses to talk. 
is thought that he will be removed from East- 
ville to Acoma courthouse, and that he will 
be tried in Acoma county court. 

A MURDERER HANGED IN UTICA. 

Utica, March 14.—Virgil Jackson - was 
hanged at eighteen minutes past 9 o’clock this 
morning for the murder of Norton Meteali, in 
Augusta Center, Sunday afternoon, January 
27, 1888. The murder grew out of the crimi- 
nal relation between Jackson and the wife of 
his victim. 


SWINDLER. 
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Alfred Post's Freight Claim Eureau Scheme 
—How He Operated. 

Cuicaco, March 14.—A morning paper, 
speaking of the disappearance and alleged 
swindling operations of Alfred W. Post in con- 
nection with the Western Freight Claim 
Bureau scheme, says the magnitude of the 
fraud grows as the details come to light.. The 
account continues: 

The more one hears about Post the more he be- 
comes impressed with the fellow’s monumental 
cheek. His equal was never known in Chicago, and 
young Ward, of New York, is no comparison, Post's 
stock in trade composed was of a liberal supply 
of self-assurance and an oily, plausible tongue. 
There is, however, a striking similarity in the metb- 
ods by which both Post and Ward fleeced their 
victims; so much so, in fact, that their 
is asuspicion that they may have been educated 
in the same school of finance, and both seem to 
have grasped the same idea of how to get rich 
easily and io have worked it forail it was worth, 
The tormu'ta was to throw out great inducements in 
the shape of unprecedented profits, get shrewd bus~ 
iness men to place sums of money. in their bands 
for investment, lead their willing victims on by oc~ 
casionally declaring enormous dividenids,and when 
they had bled them to the last ceni finally toss 
them overboard. Many additional facts came to 
light yesterday, and it is said that the western 
traia’ wale ew. reai..ayoe 2..fa® erecta ari wile 
clearly indicated that the victims are not confined 
to Chicago, but are scattered by the hundreds all 
over the east, and thatfrom them Post pluckeda 
considerable fortune. But what is most surprising 
is the faet that the biggest victim of Post’s swindling 
game is one of the shrewdest and richest capitalists 
in Chicago, aman whois noted above all others 
for his keen perception of business frauds, and 
whose sagacity bas never before been brought into 
question. Heisnootherthan Albert A, Munger, 
of the grain elevator firm of Munger, Wheeler & 
Co., several times a millionaire, and whose income 
amounts to nearly $50,010 a year.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 
A Nest of Boilers Explode—Several Persons 
Injured. 

PittspurG, March 14.—A battery of boilers 
at the West Point boiler works of RK. Genroe 
& Sons, corner Thenty-third and Smallman 
streets, exploded shortly after 12 o’clock this 
afternoon, completely wrecking the plant and 
burying a2 number of men in the ruins. Five 
have been taken out dead and three badly in- 
jured, and there are still a number in the ruins. 
A dozen others were quite seriously injured, 
many of them, it is thought, fatally. The 
names of the dead already removed from the 
wreck are: August Lindbaugh, engineer, 
frightfully mutilated ; Charles Allenbache, 
laborer, head aud body boiled; Daniel» Clark, 
boilermaker, mapgied and scalded; John Rein- 
heimer, boilermaker, badly scalded; James 
Carton, helper. 

The explosion occurred just after noon; the 
whistle had sounded and. many of the work- 
men had left the works to get their dinners. 
The concussion shook the buildings for several 
squares. The works were completely wrecked. 
Loss aboit #20,000. The boilers were inspected 
six months ago and were thought to be in 
first-class condition. The real cause of the 
explosion will probably never be known, as 
the engineer was killed outright and no one 
else has been sonnd who was in, the ongine 
room at the time thedisaster took place. 


BURIED IN THE MINE, 


Several Men Imprisoned in the Gang Plank 
of the Black Diamond Mine. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., March 14.—Several men 
are imprisoned in the gangway of the Black 
Diamond mine, near Mount Carmel, and they 
will all probably perish. About 10 o'clock 
this morning, while they were at work mining 
coal, the cracking of timber in the gangway 
gave warning that a fall of coal was about to 
take place. The miners dashed down into the 
narrow tunnel, endeavoring to escape, when 
suddenly a mass of rock and coal fell in front 
of them, choking up the entrance into 
the main gallery.

SEVERAL DUELS MAY BE LOOKED FOR 


Strong Speeches in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties—The Government Denounced by 
the Right—Other News. 

Paris, March 14.—In the senate today, M. 
Naquet said that he would not defend himself 
from the charges that had been bronght 
against him in connection with the patriotic 
league. First, because he knew that the 
chamber had condemned him beforehand, 
and second, because the party to which he be- 
longed never appealed except to universal 
suffrage. He dilated upon his services in the 
republican cause, and expressed confidence in 
the integrity of the judges who are to try him, 
and the senate, by a vote of 213 to 58, sanc- 
tioned the prosecution of Naquet. 

In the chamber of deputias, M. Arene, amid 
noisy interruptions from members of the right, 
read the report of the committee, which was 
appointed to consider the charges against M 
M. Laguerre, M. Laisant and Tarquet. The 
report favored the prosecution of the accused 
deputies, 

M. Sevaistre declared that the proposal! 
showed the imbecility of its author. For this 
remark, M. Sevaistre was severely censured 
by the president of the chamber. 

M. Laguerre then addressed the chamber. 
Fle averred that his party intended to prose- 
cute Its campaign pacifically and legally. He 
would not appeal to the chamber, whose ver- 
dict was immaterial, but to the country, which 
supported the patriotic league. He denied 
thatthe league was a secret society. The 
real conspirators were those who rebelled 
against universal suffrage. This 

CLIQUE HAD SEIZED THE GOVERNMENT, 
but uniyersal suffrage would have the last 
word. Persecution and violence would only 
hasten the hour when the country, disgusted 
and indignant, would expel the chamber. 
[Applause from the right.| The report of the 
committee maintained that the patriotic league 
was asecret society. Referring to the fact 
that Boulanger recently dined with the Duch- 
esse Duzes, he expressed surprise that men 
calling themselves republicans should form a 
part ofthe Praetorian guard of Faubourg Bt. 
Germain. 

Boulanger rose, and crossing his arms defi- 
antly, regarded the majority. An uproar en- 
sued, during which M. Thiesse was censured 
for apostrophizing the president. 

Paul De Cassagnac detied the chamber to 
prosecute Boulanger. 

The debate was clotured—318 to 214. The 
chauiber then, by vote of 334 to 227 authorized 
tha government to prosecute the accused dep- 
uties.

CHICAGO, March 14.—The most important 
deal in the steel trade ever made in Chicago, 
was announced today, in the consolidation of 
the North Chicago Rolling Mill company, the 
Joliet Steel company and the Union Steel 
company. Negotiations to this end have been 
going on fortwo mouths, and they were prace 
tically concluded last week. The news was 
kept very quiet, aud only leaked out 
through trade circles. The name of the 
peters “a rip er an nn ; 
new one. The capital will be 820 KM ww AE 
which between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 will 
be issued for cash now in the treasuries of the 
respective companies, and the balance will ro~ 
present the valuation of the three plants, 

STOCK IN THE NEW COMPANY 
will be distributed to the shareholders im 
the old ones upon a basis agreed upon in their 
consolidation. 

The combined works will form the largesé 
plant in this country, and will probably rank 
second only to the establishment of Krupp, in 
Germany. Steel rails are the principal prod- 
uct of the mills, andjin rail making the new 
company will have no competition in the 
west worth speaking of. Rolling mills at St. 
Louis and Springtieid, Ills., are not running, 
and the Cleveland mill is working on structe 
ural shapes and agricultural implements. 

THE STEEL RAIL OUTPUT 
of the country is turned out at nine mills, or 
at least so much of it that other concerns figure 
for very little. They are the North Chicago 
and the Union .and Chicago—the Joliet, at 
Joliet, fifteen miles out of Chicago; the Edgar 
Thompson, at Pittsburg: the Cambria Lron 
company, at Johnstown, Pa.; the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel company, at Harrisburg; the 
Scranton and Lackawanna mills, at Scranton, 
and the Bethlehem works at Bethle- 
hem. There is only one west of Chicage—the 
Colorado Coal and Iron company’s mill, ag 
south Pueblo, Colo.—and thatis not of much 
account. By the consolidation of the three 
Chicago concerns, local competition will 
destroyed, and a better price realized for rails.

The reduction of expenses in other direce 
tions, such as clerk hire, rent and commissions 
tu agents will be effected, andit is estimated 
the cost of producing steel rail can be cut 
down one dollar per top. As the combined 
works manufacture one-tlrird of the total 
output of the country, and can turn out 800,000 
tons a year without much diffienlty, besrue; 
150,000 tons of other steel material, this saving 
is of great importance to the. stockholders. 
The inventories of the plant and the 
assets of the three concerns are 
now being made, Two iron furnaces 
of North Chicage mill, at Milwaukee, 
which have a capacity of 50,000 tons of pig 
metal a year, are included in the deal. All 
the companies are strong financially, and their 
plant has been well keptup. Some improve- 
nents and extensions are in contemplation, 
which will be made at once. Although the 
stockholders of the three mills have yet to 
approve the plan, there is no doubt it will go 
through, as the largest stockholders in each 
are in faver of the scheme.

Asthe crowds gathered they immediately 
went to work removing the goods from the ad- 
joining buildings, but they were unable to 
save anything in Hollis’s store or the book 
store of M. L. Carter & Co., and it was only 
by close work they were enabled to rescue Mr. 
Carter from his bedroom in the rear of his 
store where he was sleeping soundly while the

Story brick building owned by R. D. Cole, Sr., 
erected two years ago ata cost of $10,000, the 
first foor of which was occupied by P. F. Cut- 
tino, dry goods merchant, and the ofiice of the 
Newnan cotton mills, public library, law office 
ard Odd Fellows hall. 

Lidders were brought into requisition, by 
means of which a few articles were taken from 
the second story windows and 

MANY AMUSING SCENES 
were witnessed amidst it all. For instance a 
mau throwing a fine mirror from the window 
in a building which the fire had not touched, 
while another was seen running across the 
public square with an old umbrella and a pair 
of overshees in his hands. The housetops 
were guarded by men with buckets, brooms 
and wet blankets, while the roar of the flames, 
the falling of the walls, and the loud exclama- 


tions of the terrified-workers, made the night

enue never to be forgotten.

THE LOSSES ASCERTAINED. 

The building owned by RK. D. Cole, Sr., and 
occupied by Cuttino and others, cost $10,000; 
insured for 83,000. Total loss, $7,000. 

1’. *, Cuttino loss of goods, $20,000; insured 
for £5,500. 

Public library, $3,000, total loss; no insu- 
rance. W.8B. Berry owned the piano and 
some other articles in the library, which loss 
was about 8500. The Odd Fellows hall 
with $1,000 worth of fixtures, regalias, &c., 
were Wholly destroyed, but insured for $400. 
M. L. Carter & Co,, stock of bocks and sta- 
tionery worth $35,000, total loss without insur- 
ance. Jackson & Clower, photographers, had 
just laid in a new supply of material which 
they had not insured. ‘Total loss of 81,200. 
C. F. Hollis, merchant, lost about $1,500; in- 
sured for 31,000. Atkinson Bros., merchants, 
adjoining Hollis’ was damaged $500 by throw- 
ing water on the goods and removing same. 
Wileoxonand Wright, lawyers, lost everything 
in their oflice. McClendon and Freeman 
saved about all their law books and papers. 
Mrs. R. M. Barnes, millinery mlaidishment. 
over the store of Spence & Farmer, had her 
entire stock of goods and fixtures greatly 
damaged by throwing them out of the window. 
when, in fact, the fire had not reached her 
rooms. They threw about all her stock out on 
the street, including fine Jmirror, show cases, 
ribbons, ete., Which makes her goss about $700, 
although she lost nothing by the tire. 

Colonel E. F. Smith had his law office building 
and his extensive library entirely destroyed, 
with the exception of a few books in the front 
room. His lossis about 82.000, but insured 
for $1,000. The oftice of Dr. J. T. Jones was 
wholly destroyed, being ina building adjoin- 
ing Colonel Smith’s ofiice. Loss $550, insured 
for $300. 

KEPT HIS HOOPS LOCKED. 

Cuttino could have saved most of his goods 
by taking them out before the fire reached hi: 
store, but beinginsured suppose he thought 
best to keep the doors locked. His loss, pro- 
vided he gets his insurance, which 
is now being discussed on tie 
streets as doubtful. will be about 
$12,000, or $20,000, if his insurance is not paid. 
Insurance agents are investigating their vari- 
ous claims, and will adjust those promptly 
where there has been no violation of the con- 
tract of their policies.

TO-HOUSTON HE GOES. 


TOM WOOLFOLK GETS A CHANGE OF 
VENUE. 


And He Will be Triedin May Next for the 
Murder of His Father's Family Nearly 
Two Years Ago. 


Macon, Ga,, March 14.—[Special.}—The 
great murder trial of Thomas G. Woolfolk 
came toalong anticipated end today about 
noon, so faras the courts of Bibb county are 
concerned. 

The jury has been discharged. 

A change of venue has been granted and the 
trial will be held at Perry, Houston county, on 
Tuesday after the first Monday in May. 

Thus the case goes to pieces, after nine 
days fruitless effort to get the trialin shape 
and complete a jury. 

THE TEN JURORS. 

When the court adjourned yesterday after- 
noon ten jurors had been ob- 
tained, and the sheriff's deputies 
were instructed to scour the 
county for new names to have at court this 
morning at 10 o’clock, the opening hour. 

THIRTY-SIX EXAMINED. 

Thirty-six jurors—all that the deputies had 
been able to find who had not been previously 
examined—were present, and they were duly 
called and put on the defendant. 

Captain Rutherford, on the part of defend- 
ant, challenged the array upon the grounds 
already stated in the other challenges, and 
which have been recorded from timd to time 
in the reports published in THr CONSTITU- 
TION, 

The court overruled the motion and chal- 
lenges, and the examination of the jurérs pro- 


ceeded. : 

The first name called was. that 
of Jd. B. Willis. He qualified, 
was accepted by the state and put on the de- 
fendant. Captain Kutherford made the point 
that one J. B. Willis had already been put on 
the defendant at the present trial and went off 
for cause. That the said Willis lived in Rut- 
land district, and there was only one J. B. 
Willis in the jury box and the J. B. Willis 
then on examination lived in the Godfrey dis- 
trict. The court sustained the point and Mr. 
Willis went off for ‘‘cause.”’ 

NONE QUALIFIED. 

All of the other thirty-five jurors disquali- 
fied. There were no other panels, and there 
yet remained two jurors to be selected and 
sworn, 

A change of venue was inevitable. 

WHAT THE COURT SAID. 

At this point Judge Gustin spoke as follows: 

I think this investigation, gentlemen, has gone to 
the extent the law requires. I regret very much on 
account of the expense to the county this case 
should have to be carried tor;another county, but I 
think the examination of the jury box has been 
thorough. I trust that the effect, or rather the re- 
suit to be met here in connection with this case, 
roay have the effect of impressing upon the peeple 
of this county and especially upon the members of 
the legisiature the impropricty of a very large num- 
— of exemptions that have been granted under our 
a. 

I am satisfied if it hadn’t been for these ex.s 
emptions a jury could have been obtained and that 
the expense could have been saved to the people of 
this county. 

One feature, however, about this, is that those

The only counties in this circuit, 
outside of Bibb, are Houston and Crawford. 
The solicitor-general would agree to no county 
other than Houston. Captain Rutherford 
favored neither Houston nor Crawford, and 
suggested several counties remote from Bibb, 
and finally named Twiggs, and as a com- 
promise or last resort, named Crawford, but 
the solicitor-general rejected each and all, and 
clung to Houston. They couldn’t agree, and 
accordingly returned to the superior 
court room and s0 reported to _ the 
court, and under the law the duty 
of naming the place then devolved upon Judge 
Gustin. 

RUTHERFORD ONCE AGAIN. 

Before Judge Gustin named the county, 
Captain Rutherford arose and argued why he 
didn’t wish the case heard in Honston or 
Crawford. He claimed that they were ad- 


joining counties, and sitwated so near the scene | 


of the murder, that the people of those coun- 
ties were more liable to have partaken of the 
prejudice and bias entertained by the people 
of Bibb towards Woolfolk, and for that reason 
it might be impossible to obtain unprejudiced 
jurors— jurors whose minds were not perfectly 
impartial. He argued it would y be 
much better to transfer the case to 
Chatham, Richmond or Fulton counties, 
where there were large cities and where the 
probability of obtaining an impartial jury were 
much better than in counties near Bibb. In 
the course of his remarks he stated that it 
might be possible the court was partial to 
Houston or had expressed an opinion that the 
case would be transferred there if a jury could 
not be obtaiued. 
NEVER SAID SO. 

Judge Gustin said he had never expressed 
himself to a man onthe subject. That he 
would not discuss it with apy one and had pur- 
posely refused to talk on the matter. 

The solicitor-general arose and stated that 
be could bear the court out in that statement,as 
previous to the present trial he had addressed 
the court on the subject and Judge Gustin 
firmly refused to talk on the matter at all. 

Captain Rutherford—I think I got it from 
some publication that your honor would inove 
it to Houston. 

Captain Hardeman—I thought you said the 
newspapers didn’t tell the truth about it. 

Captain Kutherford—No, sir, I didn’t say 
that. Jama great admirer of-the press and 
stand by it, It las gota right to speak out 
what it desires, being only responsible under 
the law. 

LO HOUSTON IT GOES. 

The Court—"I don’t think I have the right 
to go into another circuit in this state and pre- 
side, nor do I think I have the right to shift 
the burden of the tria! of this case upon one of 
the other judges of the state. 

**My misfortune comes from residing in this 
circuit, and it devolves upon me, from my 
Stand)oint, the duty of trying this case. So

When the court announced that the case 
had fallen through and the trial would be 
transferred to Houston county, Woo!- 
folk received the information without 
the quiver of a muscle. His face 
did not change color in the slightest 
degree. So far as could be judged by his 
countenance it made no effect on him what- 
ever. His face retained the serious look it 
wore all day. He seemed utterly devoid of all 
feeling, but only the eye of heaven know 
what were the emotions of his heart. He says 
the farther from Bibb the case could be heard 
the better would be his chances of acquittal. 

JUDGE GUSTIN. 

This gentleman is receiving the plaudits of 
the people for his faithfulness and persever- 
ance in trying to obtain a jury in Bibb county.

Virgin Requires Jewett to Give Heavy Bail 
for Bonds, 

Macon, Ga., March 14.—[Special.]—The 
Adams matter has developed many sensational 
features and will produce much litigation. A 
few weeks ago Mr. W.H. Virgin purchased 
nearly twenty-four thousand dollars’ 
worth of Capital bank stock 
from Mr. Henry L. Jewitt, the 
then president of the Capital bank, at 80 cents 
on the dollar, and paid Mr. Jewett sixteen 
bonds at $1,000 each, of the Georgia Southern 
road, as a bonus to bind the trade, the bonds 
selling at 90 cents on the dollar, leaving Mr. 
Virgin still due Mr. Jewett a little over 
nine thousand dollars. Mr. Virgin 
was elected president of the Capital 
bauk, vice Jewett, resigned. limmediately 
on taking the presidency the Agaims cotton 
forgeries of about $21,000 on the bank were 
discovered. Virgin then refused to pay Jewett 
the balance due, and Jewett applied to the 
courts for permission to sell+ the stock, 
Which had never been transferred to 
Virgin, to reimburse himself for the 
amount due by Virgin, and to turn 
over the balance of the proceeds to Virgin. 

Virgin now comes into court and files a 
declaration in trover and bail vs. H. L. Jewett, 
and sues for the recovery of the sixteen bonds 
now in possession of Jewett. Pending the re- 
sultof this, Jewett was on yesterday 
afternoon required to give bond in the 
sum of $32,000, twice the value of the bonds.

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Is Savannah to be Bottled? 

‘An Old Merchant,” writing to the Sa- 
vannah Morning News, gives some startling 
facts in regard to the decline of the trade of 
that city. Savannab, according to this 
writer, has but two railroads which in any 
material way contribute to her material 
prosperity—the Central and the Savannah, 
Florida and Western. | 

These roads, however, have gone intoa 
combination with the East Tennessee road 
whereby the territory occupied by them and 
tributary to Savannah is allotted respective- 
ly to each, and these roads are thus armed 
and equipped against any new company that 
may desire to build through the vast™unoc- 
éupied territory lying between the three 
roads. 

According to this correspondent, Savan- 
nah is practically bottled up by the combi- 
nation, but he appeals to that spirit of en- 
terprise that ought to reside in every com- 
mercial community to rise up and deliver 
the city from the body of death that 
threatens it. 

The Savannah News gives the communi- 
cation a very prominent place in its columns, 
and this in itself is very significant. In At- 
lanta, we are pleased to say, such a contin- 
gency as that which threatens Savannah 
has never threatened Atlanta. The gate 
city, owing to its situation, has never been 
threatened with the bottling up of which 
Savannah justly complains. 

We lave been discriminated against in 
the matter of freiyhts, but there has been 
no attemptto bottle us up. Out of sucha 
situation a new railroad would evolve itself 
at once, and we think this is the remedy of 
Savannah, as the correspondent of the News 
suggests. Convince the magnates that the 
citizens are working together, that they are 
intent on solving the freight and transpor- 
tation problem by putting up their money, 
and the problem solves itself without any 
trouble. 

In the old days Savannah has made a 
good deal of fun of Atlanta and Atlanta 
methods, but Savannah will have to come 
down to business if it proposes to hold its 
own. Atlanta has had to fight for all it 
has, and it is prepared to fight for all it ex- 
pects to have, and Savannah will have to 
buckle down to business at last. The 
hurly-burly will involve the forest city in 
the end, justas it involved the gate city at 
the beginning. There is no evading its de- 
mands; there is no escaping the environ- 
ment. 

If the business men of Savannah will pre- 
penta united front they can get any con- 
cession from the railroad combination, but 
if they proceed on the old lines they will get 
nothing. 


General Manager Gabbett, of the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad, does not like 
the black list which Tuk CONSTITUTION is 
keeping against the railroads whose trains 
are constantly coming into Atlanta behind 
time. 

We. are surprised that this complaint 
should come first from Mr. Gabbett, for we 
had really looked for it from some of the 
other general managers or superintendents, 
whose service is much more faulty than 
that of Mr. Gabbett, Indeed, if the record 
of all the other roads entering Atlanta was 
as clear as that under Mr. Gabbett’s charge 
we would never have started the black list, 
for there would have been but little occasion 
for it. The Atlanta and West Point has 
little to fear in the comparison of the effi- 
ciency of its service with that of most of 
the other roads entering Atlanta. 

It is not the roads that occasionally 

fall behind time that we are after. 
We want to show the public the 
record of those roads which have been 
running from one to six hours behind time 
on every schedule; and, with due respect to 
Mr. Gabbett’s opinion, we are inclined to 
think that the black list will eventually do 
the work that is expected of it. 
' It is an outrage that the public are made 
to suffer such a service as some of the rail- 
roads in the state are furnishing, and it 
might as well be understood just here that it 
will not be submitted to without protest. 

Watch the black list, and where the cap 
fits let it fall!

The Situation in Lower California. 

The reports from the gold fields in Lower 
California show a cémplicated state of af- 
fairs. 

Mexican treops have made their appear- 
ance on the scene to preserve order and en- 
force the collection of heavy fees which the 
government exacts from the miners. The 
Americans object to the presence of the 
troops, and deem the fees exorbitant. There 
is still more trouble. An English company 
claims the gold territory, and will not only 
attempt to drive the Americans out, but 
will import Chinamen to do the work. 

Without discussing the questions of right 
and wrong involved in the matter, itis safe 
tosay that several thousand stalwart and 
perhaps turbulent American miners will 
not be likely to peaceably submit to what 
they regard as Mexican extortion and Eng- 
lish imposition. They will raise arow with 
the creasers and exterminate the pig-tails. 

The situation is viewed with alarm by the 
Mexican government. It is claimed by the 
clerical party that the American rush to 
Lower California means another war be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, and 
the complete conquest of the latter country. 
The Diaz government naturally does not 
take any stock in this wild prediction, but 
such talk unsettles things, stirs up bad feel- 
ing and may lead to bloody strife. 

Asamatter of course our government 
has no desire to be drawn into a struggle 
with Mexico simply because some of our 
people wish to dig gold across the border, 
but it may be difficult.to make the Mexican 
masses and our miners in Lower California 
understand this and accept it as a fact. 
Under all the circumstances it would be a 
good thing if the new mines should fail to 


pan out. The sndden subsidence of the 
gold fever would be the best thing that 
could happen. 
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Wisconsin Civilization. 

The-New York Press, a republican paper 
of the most enthusiastic etripe, has been in- 
vestigating the reports of the terrible suf- 
ferings endured by women and girls en- 
trapped in the cities of the west and carried 
away to the pineries of Wisconsin to be held 
in slavery and treated in the most horrible 
and revolting manner by their captors. 

The Press devotes a page to exposing the 
horrors of the infamous traffic, which is 
actually going on as a matter of commerce, 
women and young girls being stolen and 
sold into the most wretched sort of slavery, 
as if they were so many cattle, and the 
story is so revolting as to be almost incredi- 
ble. | 

The Press reports that areign of vice 
and terror exists in northern Wisconsin, 
and the trial and conviction of some of the 
infamous traders has bronght out the full 
story of their nefarious traffic, the features 
of which are fully presented by that paper. 

Wisconsin papers have been all along 
denouncing the stories of the existence of 
this traffic as being gross libels on the good 
name of the state. The Milwaukee Senti- 
nel has been constantly engaged in defend- 
ing the state from these charges in one col- 
umn, while it devoted the remainder of its 
energies and space to attacking the south, 
urging that missionaries be sent among the 
white people of the south, “‘if any could be 
found willing to risk their lives among such 
people.”’

It is said that, since the failure of the in- 
ternational copyright bill, some of our 
leading publishers have agreed upon a 
shrewd policy for the future.

The Question Answered in Different Ways 


by Some Well Known Gentlemen— Food 
Can be Forced ona Man. 


The long and fatai fast of John Adams has 
excited the wonder of the public, and various 
comments on the course of those who had him 
in charge are heard. 

Are they responsible for his death? 

That question was freely discussed about 
Atlanta yesterday, and the opinions expressed 
were varied. Many people thought that the 
officers in whose care Adams was are respon- 
sible for his death. Others thought not, argu- 
ing that if Adams wanted to kill himself, he 
had that right. 

Could he have been kept alive? 

Physicians say he could. 

Officers, physicians and the prominent citi- 
zens were asked yesterday what they would 
have done had they had Adams in charge. 
Here is 

: WHAT THEY SAY: 

Dr. A, G. Hayvaoop: I would have forced 
food into his stomach through atube, and 
then I would have treated his mind for im- 
sanity. 

CHANCELLOR Boces: I would have forced 
food into his stomach. If I saw a man about 
to commit suicide by shooting himself with a 
pistol, I would certainly knock it up, and fast- 
ing amounts to the same thing by a slower and 
more painful process. 

Dr. Amos Fox: I would let him starve{to 
death if he wanted to. 

JupGr W. L. CAtHoun: I would. have en- 
deayored to dissuade him from his purpose, 
but if he felt that it was more to his interest 
to die than to live, I would have let him have 
his way. 

Dr. H. H. Tucker: I would Wave forced 
food into his stomach through a tube inserted 
in his nose. They do that at the asylum, and 
they hardly ever have to perform the operation 
more than once on the same person. If I had 
been the sheriff I would have done that,and if I 
had béen the judge I would have ordered the 
sherif to dothat. If he had not done it, I 
would have put him in jail and then I would 
have appointed the coroner in his place. 

Me. L. DeGrve: From the standpoint of the 
sheriff I would have forced him to take food, 
for it is the duty of the state to make its pris- 
oner live if possible. If I had not been sheriff 
I would have been inclined to let him have 
his way, for life under such circumstances 
would have been unbearable to me. 

Dr. Hopkins, OF THE TECHNOLOGICAL 
SCHOOL: I don’t know what I could have 
done. You could not make him take food. It 
would have been almost impossible to make 
him take it by the use of force. It was the 
most remarkable case I ever saw. 

Dr. H. V. M. MitterR: Ican only relate a 
case that happened in my experience at Rome 
before the war. A young man addressed a 
young lady there and she declined his offer. 
He told her he would take _ poison 
if she persisted in refusing. She 
told him that would not influence her, as she 
was not responsible for his actions. He went 
down town and told a friend his intention. A 
letter was written to the young lady and she 
replied in a lady-like but firm note reaflirming 
her refusal. The young man’s friend came to 
me and said that he had threatened to take 
poison, and asked my advice. I advised him 
to prevent him from taking the poison. He 
returned in a few minutes and said that the 
man had taken the poison. I had anticipated 
that, and had an antidote ready. I went to 
the room and tried to reason with the voung 
man. 

‘-¥You might as well take this,’’ I said, ‘‘for 
I can make you take it, and yon had better 
take it without that trouble.’’ 

He refused, saying that he had made up his 
mind, was going to follow that course and no 
man on earth could make him take the anti- 
dote. 

There were four strong men present, and I 
got them to Jay him on the bed and fasten him 
down, each holding one limb. Then I rea- 
soned with him again, telling him I could 
make him swallow it. 

He still refused, saying that no man on earth 
could make him swallowit. I caught hold of 
his nose with my left hand and held it so -he 
could not breathe until his mouth opened. 
Then I poured the antidote in his mouth and 
he was obliged to swallow it. It was the easi- 
est thing in the world. 

A man could be made to swallow food in the 
same way without a tube. 

SHERIFF THomAs: “I don’t think Adams 
ought to have been allowed to starve to death. 
It think that the authorities ought to have 
gone further than they did in the matt er, and 
should have used greater efforts to have pre- 
served his life. It is hardly a case of official 
neglect, however. You see, there were cir- 
cumstances connected with the case with 
which I am, of course, not’ con- 
versant; that might be. used by the 
officials as a just plea why more extreme 
measures were not used. You know I can 
only speak from the standpoint of having read 
the newspaper accounts of the case, and could 
vot think of censuring where I was not satis- 
fied there was some blame attachable,” 

“Had the case occurred in Fulton county, 
would you have resorted tosome method of 
prolonging the prisoner’s life ?”’ 

“T think Ishould. I would have tried him 
once, at least. If I had found that his stomach 
would not retain the food, or if there had been 
any other justifiable obstacle in the way, I 
might not have repeated the experiment, but 
I would at least have tried him once.”’ 

Dr. Dan HoOweE.ti: ‘From what I have 
read in the newspapers of the case, I don’t 
think Adams ought to have died. Of course 
I only judge of the case by what I have read, 
but I think his life might have been pre- 
served. I can not express an opinion as to 
whether there is any censure attributable to 
the court or not. He was in the custody 
of the court for seventeen days, but it is possi- 
ble that there might have been such condi- 
tions existing as would have precluded any 
interference. I only repeat what I said before, 
that [ do not think that Adams ought to have 
been allowed to die of starvation.’’ 

‘Doctor, by what methods could life have 
been sustained ?”’ 

‘“‘Well, there are several ways. Food,in a 
liquid form, could have been conveyed to the 
stomach by means of a tube through the 
mouth. | Incase he had refused to open his 
mouth, it might have been prized open; or a 
tube might have been inserted in the nostril 
and the stomach. supplied in that way. Inthe 
asylums thisisno uncommon way of forcing 
sustenance into the stomachs of obdurate pa- 
tients. 

‘They are put intola straight jacket and the 
tube inserted ; and they are made to take food 
whether they will or not. I know of no case 
of this kind in the medical journals. There 
are several cases of fasting, some pretending 
fasters, and others who were accidentally cut 
off from food. There is the case of Sarah 
Jacobs, a Welch girl, who lay in bed for two 
years, and her parents exhibited her publicly, 
as a girl of miraculous powers. They pretend- 
ed that her lips were moistened every fort- 
night, and that outside of this she took no 
food. Four trained nurses were set 
to watch her,and rather than divulge 
the secret, she died of starvation, and the jury 
brought jn a verdict that she died from neg- 
lect. Then thereis the case of an

Dr. Wa. Perrin Nicorson: ‘It looks to 
me véry much like official neglect of the grav- 
est character. The man ought to have been 
kept alive by foreing food into his stomach as 
they do in the asylums, by means of a tube 
through the nose. He could have been kept 
alive some time that way, and if he saw a de- 
termined effort to prevent his starving, he 
would probably have weakened.” 

Dr. Joun LawsuHe: “I tell you it is mighty 
hard to force food intoa person if he objects. 
It can be done, of course, and might possibly 
have been done in this case, but I doubt it.” 

Dr. Murray: ‘Somebody is guilty of what 
looks like criminal neglect. Adams ought not 
have been allowed to die.”’

MES. LAKE'S STORY. 


What His Aunt Says of the Character of the 
Dead Man. . 

Mrs. Frances Lake, who lives on Cooper 

street, is a sister to Mrs. Adams, the mother of 


John L. Adams. 

In speaking of a visit toa birthday reunion 
in Macon, she said: 

‘T always go down there on the 14th of Feb- 
ruary, my brother-in-law’s birthday, and I 
look upon it as a pleasant pilgrimage. I was 
there at the last reunion. It was one of the 
happiest occasions of my life. My sister was 
speaking with what satisfaction she looked 
back over her life and thought how the good 
Lord had biessed ter. Four sons and three 
daughters—all doing well. None of her sons 
had ever gone wrong in the © slight- 
est degree—ali being of unexcep- 
tionable characters, neither drinking 
nor gambling, nor doing anything that could 
cause her sorrow. On the very next day 
Johnnie was placed under arrest.”’ 

‘Was he not a model young man?” 

‘Yes, he wasa model young man. While 
he was reticent and peculiar, so much so as to 
render him rather unsocial, he was a boy of 
whom any mother might feel proud. He took 
entire charge of his father’s business, always 
saying that his father was getting too old to be 
worried by the cares of business, and he had 
rather see him talking with Juadge Blount, 
Captain Sparks and other gentlemen of his 
age, and enjoying the evening of his life in 
quiet and peace.”’ 

‘‘His embarrassment was due to specula- 
tion ?”’ 

‘Entirely so. Several years ago he lost 
some $5,000 in cotton futures, and since that 
he has been trying to makeit good. When 
he was arrested lie offered to give up all he 
had, and did so; and the family thought that 
this would soften the hearts of those who felt 
that he had wronged them,and give him a 
chance to escape the disgrace of imprisonment. 
But they did not relent, and the family feel 
that those men have been very harsh in their 
treatment of this young man whose heart is 
broken by the burden of his remorse and the 
feeling of disgrace.’’ ; 

“Did he suffer from hunger at any time 
during his fast?” 

“Oh, yes. He said that for the first two or 
three days the pangs of hunger were intolera- 
ble. He craved food, but had formed a firm 
resolution to atone for his fault by sacrificing 
himself; and he fought against the desire for 
food until he conquered. After that he had 
no desire to eat, and the thought of food be- 
came repugnant to him. His mother tried to 
coax him to eat and live. She displayed the 
most tempting viands before him, and had 
such things as delicious clam chowder brought 
right before him where he could inhale their 
aroma, but it was all to no purpose. One day 
while I was there she carried in some rich 
soup, saying that possibly the smell might 
overcome him and induce him to eat, but it 
was all to no avail. He said if they tried to 
force him to eat he would just go back to the 
jail, for he was determined not to partake of 
food under any circumstance.’ 

“The scenes must have been very pathetic ?”’ 

“Oh, it was the most pitiful thing I ever 
knew. His mother, who loved him so well, 
begged and implored him to eat. She prayed 
without ceasing, and the burden of her payers 
was that his life might be spared. Butit was 
allin vain. Hehad made up his mand to 
leave the world and to get out of the shadow 
that had fallen on his life, and he died like a 
martyr.”

No Foundation for the Kecent Sensatioaal 
Reports. 
AUCKLAND, March 14.—Advices just re- 
ceived from Samoa. show that there was no 
basis for the sensational rumor of the sinking 
of the United States man-of-war Nipsic by the 
German corvette Olga.

In the first place the re are eightv-eight reg- 
nlar men to be elected, and about more than 
one election there is al) the uncertainty and 
complexity of a popular election. 

And. besides this, there is a disposition to 
get out of the old ruts, to reorganize and re- 
model, and adapt the- police department and 
police methods to the requirements of a city 
of over 75,000 inhabitants. 

The commissioners hold an important mect- 
ing naxt Monday morning at half-past nine 
o’clock. Plans for the organization of the 
force wil) be submitted then, and one of these 
plans definitely decide d upon.

It requires 1 chief, 2 ¢: vaptains, 2 
stationhouse keepers, 5 sergeants, 77 patrol- 
men, 2 cemetery guards, 2 janitors, 1 hostler, 
This gives about 10 men on duty except during 
meal hours. 

The third plan is a compromise. 

There are two watches and the same num- 
ber of officers and men as in the twelve hours 
system. Begin at midnight: Atthat time 1 
captain, 1 stationhouse keeper, 2 sergeants, 1 
call man, and 3 patrolmen come on duty. 

At 8a. m. 17 of these come off duty, leaving 
the other 18 on dutyuntilnoon. Then 18 men, 
with the proper oflicers, come on duty and at 
4 p.m. they are joined by the other IS and all 
remain on duty until midnight. There are 
two divisions in each watch, one to serve eight 
and the other twelve hours. The mounted 
force to come On duty at Ma. m. and go off 
duty at 6 p.m 

This gives 3) and 40 meh during the night, 
and 20 through the day. 

WHICH PILAN? 

It is safe to say that these will not be an im- 
mediate change back to thé twelve hour sys- 
tem, and it is more than probable that the 
eight hour system will be ken in force 

There are two commissioners opposed to it, 
one with no decided opinion for or against it, 
but who inclines in its favor, and three out- 
spoke nin favor of it. 

The compromise plan is a possibility, but the 
chances are in favor of the eight hour system. 
Commissioner English can force the compro- 
mise, but can hardly muster a majority for the 
twelve hour systein. The officers are unani- 
mous in recommendation of the eight hour 
system, and the records testify to the better 
work of the force under this system. 

MOUNTED EORCK AND DETECTIVES. 

There wil] probably be no changeé in these 
departments, though there is opposition to 
both of them in their present forms. 
sioner Brown has always opposed 
system of detailing men for de- 

ective service, not because he believes there 
isno need for detectives here, but because 
there is a better plan for detective work. 

“What is necded,’’ said he, yesterday, “isa 
regular special detective service, just as they 
have in New York and Chicago. They ought 
to have a chief of theirown, and a good one. 
Let him have oftice hours, and do things by 
some sort of me thod., Let him have exclusiyvé 
contro! of al ‘e work,”’

It is doubtful, 
change can be inade. 
posing the change said: 

“Iu no department of the service is such op- 
portunity given for the shirking of duty or 
abuse of power, and of offenses like that it 
would be almost impossible toconvict a man. 
You may be morally certain, though, that such 
things are being done. The Way it is now, you 
simply put th: at man back on regular duty, 
Ifit was a regularly organized de partment 
you would have to prefer “formal charges and 
convict. The best way, and the only practical 
way, is like it is now.” 

STATIONHOUSE KEEPERS, 

Another question will arise as to the number 
of stationhouse keepers. At present there are 
two, each serving for twelve hours. These 
men must go home to ineals, or, at least, they 
doso. Their place during that time is filled 
by a patrolman taken off his _ beat. 
The tine while the stationhouse 
keeper is cone home is lost 
to the city, it is argued, and the acting station 
house keeper, belts there for a short while 
only, may be called upon to answer questions 
and attend to bi isi ness that he knows nothing 
about. He can’t be posted about new orders 
and current affairs as the stationhouse keeper 
should be. 

But with this single exception it is probable 
oe at the eight- hour system, as given above, 

li be ad lopted, A majority be the board 
een increasing the chief’s salary from -$1,500 
to at least 51,800 a year, and that of the cap- 
tains from $75 to $100 per month. 

Who Will be Elected? 

Very few changes will be made 
patrolmen are concerned. ‘There are seventy- 
eight ofthem. This entire list will be voted 
on, one ata time, until it is gone through with. 
Probably six to ten changes will be made, and 
then new applications will be considered. 

There may be some close races for the offices. 

For the chief's position there are several 
possibilities, thongh the only avowed candi- 
date is Chief A. B. Connoliy for re-election. 
Others mentioned are ex-Captain Z. B. Moon, 
Captain Wright and Captain Couch. 

Mr. R. S. Rast has been spoken of in this 
connection, but there seems to be no ground 
ter it. 

Kither of the men would make a good chief. 

General Tige: Anderson, formerly chief of 
police here and in Anniston, has also been 
spoken of in this connection. He stated re- 
cently that if the place were tendered him, he 
would accept. 

ABOUT THE CAPTAINS. 

Then the thre captains. 

Depending somewhat on the election for 
chief, the list will include as least three of the 
present captains—Couch, Wright, Manly and 
Mercer Stationbouse Keepers Foute and 
Joiner have been spoken of, as have Call Offi- 
cer Looney and George Poole, who was one of 
the patrolmen left off two years ago.

The Mayor is Dissatisied With the Manner in Which 
the Cnarity of Atlanta is Dispensed and Says it 
Must be f Mr. Haas Wants the City to 
IIave Interest en it: Deposits—Mr. Mahoney 
Issues an Order.

Hon. J. T. Glenn, Atlanta’s progressive and 
popular mayor, has returned to the city, and 
again holds tlie reigus of government in his 
hands, 

Fle was in his office yesterday. 

Mavor Glenn looks much improved by the 
brief recreation, and pleasant trip he has had. 
Sitting in his office vesterday, he said: 

“1 had a most delightful trip, and feel better 
forit. I went away tired, but I came back 
thoroughly rested, and am ready to resume my 
duties with the sate vim and love and devo- 
tow to the good people of Atianta, which I 
have always entertained.” 

‘Where have you been?” 

‘‘My trip was not an extended one,but it was 
a pleasant one. I left Atlanta on the sixth, I 
believe it was, and went to Savannah. I re- 
mained there two days, and carried away with 
me a pleasant impression of that good old 
city and her people.’ 

“What did you do in Savannah ¢ 

“T went out to Thunderbolt. Do you know 
I think Thunderbolt a great place, aud wished 
we had it herein Atianta. I enjoyed my trip 
to that place very much, indeed. ‘Then I 
visited Bonaventure, and must say that it is 
the grandest cemetery I have ever seen. I was 
driven all over the city and was pleased and 
delighted with it.’’

Interest on the City’s Mon: y. 


Mr. Haas, of the finance committee of the 
general council, thinks the city should receive 
luterest on its money deposited in the bank, 
and with a view to accomplishing his theory 
has introduced a resolution of that character. 

But the resolution seems to hang fire. 

Mr. Haas is growing impatient over the mat- 
ter, and yeste rday s said: 

“In other words, the surplus funds not 
needed for immediate use, should they be a 
source of revenue? Now, it appears reason- 
able that in any well regulated business estab- 
lishment that carried a large balance in bank 
such an arrangement would be made at ONCE, 
and why should the city not make it ?’ 

“But, why should it?” 

“On the first day of January the city treas- 
ury had on deposit funds of the city 
amounting to $249,445.15, avery large amoun: 
It is true that the treasury pays the interest on 
the coupons falling due on that date. amount- 
ing to about $45,000, but the me: mey is not paid 
all in one day, or even in a week. I think that 
lam within the bounds of reasédu in saving 
that at least one-third of this amount remains 
unpaid for fifteen or twenty days, and the bal 
ance more than a month. The city then mah- 
aves to keep some balance 
in the treasury until about the middle of June, 
when she runs dry, and the custom has been 
heretufcre to borrow the e®ient of the law— 
$75,000. Last year the city paid at the rate of 
Six per cent per annum for three mouths, pay- 
ing $1,125 interest for thatloan. In addition 

to theabove amount, the city los es two p ercent 
discount on the fit 100,000 taxes received at 
adding another $2,000, and mak- 
Ing 2 total of $3,125 actually paid as interest 
of the city, for which there is no 
treasurer receives a 
41,060 per annum from the city. I
